The hanging is sot down for ps
early an hour as possible in the marning to
avoid a crowd.  The sherifl and his deputies,
dressed in - mourning, gather at the sherill's
office and march to the Tombs, Each bears
his staff of office. At the hanging they take
off their hats as soons as the weights fell, and
put them on when the Lody is cut down.

The oomstroction is
simple, and it i3 eusy to takethe gallows
apart and put it away. The only trace left
on the gallows by a hanging is the mark of
the axe where it cuts through the rope that
koeps the weight from falling. —New York
sun.
